IGH ona sightly elevation above the historic 
H junction of the Unadilla and Susquehanna 

rivers, wihch for many years the Indians 
of the section made common meeting-place for dicusssion 
of affairs both red and white, a herd of Holstein-Freisians 
have their home. Through the long summer days and cool nights 
they wander through ample pastures, and quench their thirst 
at springs where possibly some tall chieftain stooped while 
following the enemy in early days; and during the cold wintér 
they are cimfortably housed against the storms and contently 
chew their cuds in tall barns on the sides of which is painted 
in yard-high letters the liquid slogan ‘‘Unahanna”’, the name itself 
a junction of — the rivers’ names. For this is the farm of M. 
C. Johnston of Sidney, Delaware county, N. Y., a scion of one 
of the pioneer families of the county, and its 330 acres are a part 
of the 640-acre section taken in 1772 by his great-grandfather, 
Rev. William Johnston. Lying only a mile from the village and 
on a main highway, its advetising value is still further enhanced 
by the fact that the tracts of the Susquehanna division of the 
Delaware & Hudson railroad run past near by. Thousands of 
travelers annually thus have painlessly forced upon them the 
knowledge that this is the home of the Unahanna herd; and since 
Mr. Johnston shares his barn sign-board with others, a similar 
number of thousands, here learn also that the Tri-County Hol- 
stein-Friesian association holds annual sales in this pavilion— 
of which more anon. 

Singular as it may appear, Mr. Johnston got his Holstein 
start from Jerseys, his experience of 10 or 15 years with the little 
brown animals having convinced that they did not furnish all 
to be desired in dairy cattle. He was born on the farm he now 
occupies in 1850 and has been farming all his life. His herd of 
Jerseys, both thoroughbreds and grades, at one time numbered 30 
head, and he had some that, in his own words, “gave a lot of milk 
the year round, but didn’t do as well as Holsteins’”’. 

He first ran Holstein grades with pure-bred sires, realizing 
fairly satisfactory results, but he soon became convinced that a 
pure-bred herd throughout was what he ought to have. His 
first female came from the old Gregory herd at Unadilla, N. Y., 
the pioneer Holstein herd of the Susqeuhanna Valley, and one 
which contained some of the largest producing females of the 
day (1880-1890). Longevity was also one of the excellent 
qualities which members of this herd displayed, and one cow from 
it which Mr. Johnston later owned lost her life in an accident, 
when in good condition and carrying a calf in her twenty-second 
year. 

The ‘owner of Unahanna herd dates his Holstein breeding 
operations since 1908, when he and Harry Truckell bought 22 
head of Fred Booth of Unadilla. They already had seven or 
eight head, and had previously lost six head by fire, but this was 
the real beginning of his present purebred herd. A year later, 
he and Truckell dissolved their partnership and divided their 
stock, and Mr. Johnston bought 20 head, including a half dozen 
sisters of King Segis, from H. L. Bronson’s Star Farm at Cort- 
land, N. Y. From this beginning, the herd has grown to one of 
between 50 and 60 females, including 25 or 30 daughters of King 
of the Pontiacs, Pontiac Korndyke, Sir Veeman Hengerveld 
King Walker Sth, Aaggie Cornucopia, Pauline Count and Mercedes 
Julip’s Pietertje Paul, a son of King Segis. His seven or eight 
granddaughters of Pontiac Korndyke are mostly by a son of that 
great bull out of a daughter of Pearl of the Dairy Joe De Kol. 
His present herd sire is Sir Veeman Hengerveld 12th, a son of 
Sir Veeman Hengerveld and Cokie Jamaica Parthenea, an idea 
of whose type can be obtained from the picture of her near

ancestor, ‘‘Jamaica”’, with calf by her side, which 
adorns the stationery of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America, and its many members 
throughout the United States. No testing was done in the herd 
where the dam of Cokie Jamaica Parthenea was owned, but she 
was a large and persistent producer and was sold for nearly $200 
at the advanced age of 14 years, for dairy and breeding purposes. 
In dairy conformation, veining system and look of her 
eye Cokie Jamaica Parthenea faithfully adheres to the type 
of Jamaica, with 112 1-8 Ibs. milk in one day as a 3-year- 
old. She may truly be called a ‘‘well-veined’” cow, as she 
has five well veins on one side and four on the other. Even 
this seems small compared with the veining of Sadie Vale Con- 
cordia 4th Piteje, the sister of King Korndyke Sadie Vale, sire 
of Mr. Johnston’s junior herd sire, King Korndyke Sadie Vale 
Boon. She is credited with seven well holes on one side of her 
abdomen and six on the other. K. K. S. V. Boonseems to have 
inherited the family trait, for the well holes are strung along 
his abdomen like beads on a string. 

On test last February Cokie Jamaica Parthenea made 24.86 
Ibs. butter from 622.5 Ibs. milk in 7 days under most adverse 
circumstances, starting eight days ahead of the test with only 
a pint of bloody milk in her bag and being thrown off her feed 
after starting by frosted beets. She was led by a granddaughter 
of Korndyke Abbekerk, with 684.1 Ibs. milk and 25.54 lbs. butter, 
best day’s milk 102.5 lbs. The other two on test at that time, 
one with three-quarters udder and the other past ten years old, aver- 
aged over 20 lbs. butter each, and all were affected by the frosted 
beets. Theobserver, Mr. Moyer, said that he had been on Holstein- 
Friesian test work in this state for four years, but that all his 
previous records for milk production had been broken here. 
Mr. Johnston, who is his own superintendent, modestly said that 
he thought that this was ‘“‘pretty fair’’, considering the experience 
of the feeder and milker. One of the four cows missed being 
in on the prize money offered by the Holstein-Friesian associa- 
tion this year only by the fact that prizes for milk production 
are now awarded only to cows qualifying in the butterfat lists. 

“T think the honor and wisdom displayed by the directors in 
making this rule gave me more pleasure than could a small money 
prize won by a cow that simply outdid herself when out of ‘con- 
dition, as she had previously made a much better fat average”’, 
said Mr. Johnston, thereby proving himself to be a good loser. 

Several records of between 20 and 25 lbs. have been made at 
the farm on animals tested simply in dairy form without special 
feeding, as well as several 2-year-old records of from 12 to 15 
lbs., principally for qualifying the animals rather than to test 
their capacity. No extensive testing has been done. 

In addition to his herd sire, Mr. Johnston has Lord Korndyke, 
a son of Korndyke Butter Boy whose dam was a 29-lb. four- 
year-old daughter of De Kol 2nd’s Butter Boy 3rd. Korndyke 
Butter Boy, who is now in the Davis herd at Chester, N. Y., is 
an animal of excellent breeding but has never had much oppor- 
tunity to show what he is worth, nor has his son Lord Korndyke. 
For Junior herd sire, Mr. Johnston uses King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale Boon, a half interest in which animal he owns with R. W. 
Siver of Sidney. This is a son of King Korndyke Sadie Vale 
out of a daughter of Sir Veeman Hengerveld with a 4-year-old 
record of 18.96 Ibs. and with 100 per cent of the same breeding 
as a 30-lb. 4-year-old. K. K. S. V. Boon has 75 per cent the 
same breeding as the highest record daughter of his sire, whose 
first six daughters average 24.44 lbs. and each have records above 
22 Ibs., a showing never approached by any other sire for his 
first six daughters. His grand dam, the only 41 lb. cow having a

38-lb. daughter, is herself a daughter of the first 30-lb. cow; 
his grand sire, the only bull of the breed to have a 40-lb. four- 
year old daughter, is a son of King Segis and Pontiac De Kol 
2nd, the first 37-lb. cow; and his sires, three nearest dams and a 
daughter each of his grand sire and grand dam average 37.54 
Ibs. K.K.S. V. Boon isa recent addition to the Unahanna herd, 
but with breeding like this back of the sires he is using, it is not 
unreasonable to suppose that Mr. Johnston, who says he is 
“looking to the formation of a future producing dairy from a 
combination of the breeding of these three great families”, may 
be able to realize this vision, and that at no very distant date. 
Most of his stock Mr. Johnston has bred up; it is the product 
of his own thought and labor; and for a net result, in addition to 
his present dairy, he has the cash for a considerable quantity of 
young stuff disposed of at public and private sale, where some of 
his calves, granddaughters of Pontiac Korndyke, have brought 
as high as $300. 

In the two farms which he runs as one are 330 acres, 150 in 
meadow and crops, 75 in pasture and the rest in timber, with a 
patch of two or three acres of alfalfa. This is seemingly a 
satisfactory crop on this farm and the acreage will be increased. 
Clover, alfalfa and oats and peas are fed, and some sweet corn 
s also raised, for feeding green. 

“IT believe in sweet corn for feeding green’, he said, ‘‘but I 
don’t know but ensilage beats any of the green stuff. It’s cheaper” 

The cows run out day and night in summer, while in winter 
they are stabled in barns 100 x 36 feet in size with a wing 90 x 24 
including sale stable capacity for 70 head for the Tri-County 
association. Prior to a disastrous fire, which cleaned him out of 
barn room several years ago, Mr. Johnston had two silos with a 
capacity of four hundred tons. In his present location he has 
one, 18 x 35 feet in size. Ina horsebarn 30 x 70, he now keeps 
some young stock, and his plans for the future include both barns 
for the latter and another silo. A calf barn 24 x 50 furnish 
stable room for 20 to 25 calves. A ration of bran, ground oats, 
gluten, oil meal, cotton-seed meal, distillers’ grains and best pulp 
is used in winter, and the milk product is separated and made 
into butter, which is found to be more profitable than selling 
whole milk. This is absorbed for the most part in prints on 
the local market, and some cream is also disposed of. Mr. 
Johnston believes that the extra milk would pay for the trouble 
and expense of milking three times a day, and declares that the 
time may come when he will try it out. Manure is hauled from 
the barn daily and distributed with a spreader. Concrete floors 
and manure and feed carriers help to lighten the labor. 


A member of the National Association of Holstein breeders of 
for several years, Mr. Johnston is also a member of the Tri- 
County Holstein-Friesian association, which includes breeders 
Delaware, Otsego and Chenango counties, and has been con- 
signing to its spring sales at the pavilion on his farm for three 
years past. 

“Don’t forget to speak a good word for our sale this spring’’, 
he said to the representative of the World. ‘‘It promises to be 
better than ever this year’. 

The Tri-County Holstein Breeders’ asociation, organized for 
the promotion of the interests of the breed, has for its members 
breeders, not dealers, with farms located in Otsego, Delaware 
and Chenango Counties, the home of a large number of choicely 
bred Holsteins.

Ontario & Western railroads, for the purpose of disposing of the 
surplus stock from the herds of members. The date of the next 
sale is May 25 and 26.

The association was permanently organized to form a semi- 
official testing club, but through the failure to secure an observer 
on the terms and with the authority expected the work was never 
commenced. It is quite likely that it will be some time, and with 
some of the best sons of the most noted sires now or in the past in 
service in the members’ herds, the future yearly reports of the 
production of their offspring should make very interesting reading. 
These sires include King of the Pontiacs, four or five sons; King 
Segis, two or three sons; King Korndyke Sadie Vale, two sons; 
Pontiac Korndyke, Rag Apple Korndyke 8th, Sir Veeman Henger- 
veld and King. Walker, one or more sons. It is the ambition of 
the members of the association to have the breeding and pro- 
duction of their offerings in their annual sales unsurpassed by - 
those of any other sale in the United States. 


The sale pavilion attached to the barn at Unahanna Farms 
was built to accomodate the members of the association, who 
after organizing decided to hold the annual sale, with semi- 
annual sales a possibility. The first one three years ago at- 
tracted a large attendance of both buyers and curiosity-seekers, 
and the business has since grown so that additional stable room 
had to be provided to accomodate the consignments which have 
been made to the sale this month.

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The Value of Pure-Breds and Their Future 


engaged in dairy farming, own herds of grade cattle, and that 

most of you realize the importance and value of purebred stock, 
and are desirous of changing over and entering the purebred field 
as rapidly, economically, and intelligently as possible. Your 
committee has invited me to meet with you with a view to strength- 
ening and stimulating this idea in your minds and injecting into 
the spirit of this meeting, all the enthusiasm possible. 


First let us consider why we should breed or handle Holsteins 
at all, rather than some other sort of cattle; next how we may 
best improve and build up the herds we have gathered together; 
and finally, with an eye to the future, endeavor to forecast 
where and how we expect to land eventually. 

Under the first heading very little need be said. Living as 
you do in close proximity to one of our largest cities, I take it 
that most of you are engaged in the production of market milk, 
therefore you naturally handle Holsteins. The advantages ac- 
companying the selection of this greatest of all breeds of dairy 
cattle are so numerous and well known, that I will not attempt 
to enlarge upon them just now. We hold, so far as I know, 
about every record there is for production of both butter fat and 
milk over long, medium and short periods—if there are any we 
have overlooked, Mr. Cabana of Pine Grove Farms, will doubtless 
annex them shortly. 

If one lived in the backwoods, out of shipping distance to 
any milk market, I can see why perhaps, he might be fempted 
to consider some breed, other than Holsteins, famous let us say, 
for an unusually high percentage of high fat. I say “‘tempted’”’ 
because I never could understand why, unless he were an admirer 
of the false doctrines and thrust inspired propaganda of the retail 
milk combinations, a progressive dairy could ultimately fall for, 
or have forced upon him, the idea that an undersized cow, ca- 
pable of producing but, say, 30 Ibs. of 6 per cent milk, was in any 
known way superior to, or more desirable than, a big, rugged 
handsome black and white Holstein, able to make good and 
economical use of any and every kind of roughage and feed, and 
easily capable of producing, in comparison, 60 lbs. of milk testing 
3.5 per cent. It may be there, but I can’t see it! 


No, gentlemen, but every calculation we are backing the right 
breed—the greatest in every way of all dairy breeds. Hol- 
steins milk more and with greater persistence, live longer, are 
less subject to abortion, sterility and tuberculosis and conse- 
quently breed oftener and more regularly, are less nervous, and 
more easily handled, attain greater size, and make greater return 
for every dollar invested than any other breed of dairy cattle in 
the world. It is uncommon though not unusual, for a big, 
rugged cow to exceed 2,000 lbs. in weight; while 1600 and 1800 
are not at all out of the way. 

We often hear the statement that such and such a grade cow 
is just as good a looker and as large a producer as some purebred. 
Doubtless very true. Just because an animal is purebred and 
registered she is not of necessity a good animal. But do those 
responsible for this statement ever stop to consider that the 
superiority or equality claimed for the grade, is due entirely to 


I gather that the great majority of you gentlemen present are 


the pureblood in her veins? Also that she lacks the power, 
because of her proportion of mixed blood, of transmitting with any 
degree of certainty, her own individuality and desirable traits and 
characteristics to her offspring? There we have the great 
argument in favor of pure breeding. 


We are told that science is classified knowledge, and art that 
same knowledge applied to practical use—therefore the breeding 
of cattle is an art and “per contra”, not ascience. The psycology 
of breeding presents a most interesting and useful study—one 
or two points are deserving of emphasis in passing. 


As you may know, the formation of a new animal commences 
with the junction of the semen or sperm of the male, with a con- 
tribution from the female—with the union of a single healthy 
spermatozoon with a healthy ovum or egg. The uniting parent 
cells each donate half of themselves to the formation of a new 
nucleus, which contains a substance known as chromatin, present 
in all living cells in the form of minute, rod like bodies known as 
chromosomes. In dairy cattle each reproductive cell contains 
exactly 16 of these rods or chromosomes, and in reproducing life, 
half of this fixed number is contributed equally by each parent 
cell—eight by the male and eight by the female. These chromo- 
somes represent characteristiccs and qualities good, bad and in- 
different, contributed by the anestors of each parent. 


On the dam’s side the 16 chromosomes originally present in the 
immature ovum were contributed equally by each grandparent, 
and the unborn animal is limited , to receiving such characteristics 
and qualities as were represented in the eight chromosomes that, 
in the division and reduction from sixteen, chanced (and it is solely 
a matter of chance) to remain in the ovum that in conjunction 
with the spermatozoon of the male, (also contributing eight out 
of sixteen) went to make up the new life. Therefore, it is entirely 
a matter of chance which of the eight chromosomes of the sire 
will mate the eight of the dam. If the sire is purebred from a full 
list of desirable ancestors, this becomes a matter of no great 
importance—that is why a strong pedigree for several consecutive 
generations back is so essential. If the dam also is pure bred 
from similar ancestry, the chances of reversion and the production 
of anything less desirable than can be found in the pedigree, are 
reduced to a minimum. But suppose the dam is a grade cow, 
bred, let us say, from a purebred sire and a scrub dam—what 
guarantee or assurance has the breeder that the eight chromo- 
somes finally selected (from the sixteen originally contributed) to 
join with the eight from the bull, may not be the very eight 
claimed by the scrub blood, with the pure blood on the dam’s 
side entirely eliminated? Suppose further that the dam be more 
prepotent than the sire—what then of the offspring? There is 
the rub! Such an occurance is entirely possible, merely a matter 
of chance; and the scrub characteristics are most certain to 
assert themselves at some future time. Witness the mixture of 
black and white blood as illustrated in the human race. 

There are of necessity chances enough which must be taken 
in the breeding business without courting any that are possible 
of elimination. And that is one reason why I am here today and 
urging you gentlemen as forcefully as I may, to dispose of your

real business of breeding purebred cattle as quickly as possible. 
Raise your own stock, reduce the chances of undesirables as far 
as you can, and secure a guarantee of transmitting ability not 
only in your sires, but in the dams they are bred to. No hit or 
miss methods ever make for permanent progress and improve- 
ment in the business of breeding dairy cattle. 

In many grade herds where purebred bulls have been used 
for years and the heifers raised, the cattle are 31-32ds or pos- 
sibly 63-64ths pure—practically purebred; and yet they are of 
only grade value, and can never be admitted to registry. Had 
the owner of these herds, in the beginning, secured a few purebred 
females as a foundation, they would today control a herd giving 
just as much and probably a great deal more milk; a herd ag- 
gregating three times the value of an equal number of grades; 
and a herd from which the bull calves could have been sold for 
many times the price of grade bulls. I speak merely of the 
ordinary utility or working herd—of course the possibilities are 
limitless if a man is so situated as to command sufficient capital 
specialize on certain lines of blood, take up official testing, ad- 
vertise, and scientifically develop a great herd of large producers, 
capable of commanding high prices. 

I sincerely trust there are none present who would countenance 
the use of other than.a purebred bull—if so, I do not wish to 
know it. As the male is always the more prepotent animal, in 
the light of the foregoing remarks the danger of raising anything 
from a grade sire may be readily appreciated. In passing, we 
might consider a moment the improvement of a scrub herd by the 
use of a good purebred bull, because the improvement of a medi- 
ocre registered herd by the use of a valuable top notch bull is 
analogous, and in much the same proportion. According to W. 
J. Frazer of the University of Illinois, if a good purebred bull 
used on an ordinary grade herd, can improve the milking ca- 
pacity of his daughters only 1 1-2 lbs. at a milking above the pro- 
duction of their dams, it would mean an increase of 1000 Ibs. of 
milk for the 300 odd days that such cows usually give milk. At 
the very low estimate of $1.00 per hundred, this extra milk 
would be worth $10.00 per year. He figures that the total 
value in improvement over a period of six years, is $43.85. In 
an ordinary herd of 35 or 40 cows, there should be, at least 12 
heifers each year worth raising, making it possible for a bull to 
earn 12 times $43.85, or $526.00 for the three years such a bull 
is ordinarily kept in service. Without taking into account the 
bull calves, the cost of providing a purebred parent for each 
heifer is placed at $3.00 per head or $36.00 for the 12. The $3.00 
expended brings in an average return of over $7.00 per year for 
six years, a clear addition of $43.84 gross or $40.85 net to the in- 
come of each cow. or $1470 for the 36 daughters in three years. 
This is an excellent illustration and the figures are if anything, 
too conservative. 

On the basis, regardless of any other calculation, who on earth 
would countenance the use of a scrub buil, or continue using a no 
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account purebred? One might urge that he hadn’t the mon, 
available to do better. Well I say let him beg it, or borrow Fs 
or even steal it, or better still sell some of his “boarder cows” 
I don’t care how he gets it; but let him somehow manage to pro- 
vide a good bull. That is more than half the battle and the end 
justifies the means. Economize if you must, but not on the bull 
The day has gone when good cows, either grade or registered can 
be bought except at considerable prices And you nave got to 
have good ones today or fall behind. There is one way to get 
them—raise them! It all resolves itself into a simple business 
proposition: the more run down the farmer, the more cryin 
need of modern, up-to-date methods. The poorer and less 5 
ductive the herd, the less warrant for false economy in the ge- 
lection of a bull and the more need of a reliable purebred sire from 
which to raise good heifer calves to replace unprofitable stock 
A rich man may elect to retain a poor bull and get away with it 
because he can afford to pay the price of his fancy—a poor man: 
must have a good bull and cannot afford to take unnecessary 
chances. 

Once the right bull has been secured the next step is to in- 
augurate some system of breeding, management, record keeping 
and co-operation for mutual benefit. Endeavor to breed always 
to an ideal and to increase size, stamina, capacity and the ability 
to produce ever increasing quantities of milk. Keep ever in 
mind the ideal Holstein—a cow capable of producing in seven 
days, 600 or more pounds of 4 per cent milk, rather than 400 
pounds testing 6 per cent. Remember that when we breed cows 
to produce below 60 to 70 pounds a day we are getting away from 
the true Holstein type; and whenever we start breeding high 
testers and small producers we are not “‘sticking to our last”, and 
must inevitably yield our supremacy in the dairy world to another 
and different breed. If you can, breed them to milk large and 
test high at the same time. So much the better, though most 
breeders can’t. But stick to your type and your ideals and 
your belief and faith in the greatest breed of cattle in the world— 
the Big Black and Whites. 

You all have taken a long step in the right direction toward 
co-operation and mutual benefit, by the formation of this As- 
sociation. Nothing much can be accomplished in breeding ex- 
cept through an occasional exchange of ideas and honest, hearty 
co-operation in mating, testing, advertising, buying, marketing, 
etc. I hope that every man present will firmly resolve in his 
own mind if he does not already follow the practice, to provide at 
least a set of scales and a milk record sheet and keep a daily 
record of each and every cow’s production. I hope he will 
further resolve to lend his very best efforts and support to the 
early formation, if you haven’t them already, of one or more 
cow testing associations in your county. No one other move, I 
firmly believe, has accomplished more for the dairy farmers of 
this country than the universal organization of cow testing as- 
sociations, by means of which facts and figures relative to feeding 
production, cost, and profit loss, are rendered available to the»

Please mention the Holstein-Friesian World when writing to our advertisers 
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members at an insignificant expense. So soon as you are in a 
position to know definitely which cows are being kept at an 
actual loss or a small profit, you can get rid of the undesirables; 
but how on earth can you cull your herd intelligently if you 
simply resort to guesswork. ? 


Tho’ Pennsylvania is making very rapid strides in the im- 
provement of her dairy herds, I understand it to be a common 
practice in this section to add and fill in from droves collected 
by dealers, and brought into the county by the carload. Also 
that prices rule anywhere from $100 to $150. I want most 
emphatically to urge against this practice, for in a great majority 
of cases today, the buyer gets the worst end of it. In the first 
place you really spend your good money for the culls and dis- 
cards of other herds—animals which their former owners were 

lad to part with for considerably less than you are paying. 

o you suppose that young, straight, healthy cows of real merit 
are not in as great, or greater, demand where these cattle originate, 
as in this section? Again, you run about every conceivable 
chance of introducing into your clean herd most every known 
disease—contagious abortion being perhaps the most prevalent. 
A chronic aborter, or a cow with a tendency to cast her womb, 
is an expensive investment at any price. Abortion is fast be- 
coming the curse of the dairy industry—yet how can you pos- 
sibly guard against it when buying outside cattle, anything and 
everything, generally discards from well kept up herds? Some- 
thing might have been said for the practice when milkers could 
be bought for $40 or $50 a head, but when good looking and ap- 
parently desirable cows bring at public sale from $100 up, it’is 
undoubtedly far better, looked at from every possible angle, to 
use a purebred bull of merit and raise the heifer calves from the 
best cows. 

Opinions differ as to the average cost of raising a heifer to her 
first calving. Everything considered, I should say $70 was a 
good, fair estimate for the average dairy farmer—surely then it 
is far better to go to a little trouble and raise your own stock 
according to your own standards. Once your herd is known to 
be clean and free from disease, bend every effort to keep it so. 
Occasionally it is absolutely necessary to go outside, as in the case 
of purebred foundation stock or new bulls to avoid in breeding; 
but if purchases are made from reliable breeders, and rigidly 
quarantined pending careful abservation after arrival, danger is 
reduced to a minimum. 

Under the head of advertising and marketing, you can un- 
doubtedly secure the best results through the formation of just 
such a breeders’ organization as you have launched. You will 
be a branch of, and can keep in close touch with, the National 
Association, and the benefits from this connection will be great. 
I earnestly suggest that the executive department of your asso- 
ciation encourage, promulgate and promote the idea of taking 
up, at as early a date as possible, and by. as many members as 
possible, the conducting of official tests and the making of A. R. 
O. records; for only through the official record can a herd be 
brought to its full possibilities of value. In connection with A. 
R. O. work you will find that the establishment of one or more 
cow testing associations will help wonderfully and go very well 
together, especially if long time S. O. records are comtemplated. 

In purebred stock the problem of course is the advantageous 
disposition of the surplus bulls—the heifers always command a 
market. Here, again, through co-operation and the judicious 
expenditure of a reasonable advertising appropriation, your as- 
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sociation can assist you. Also again in the purchase of feeds 
seeds and supplies, etc. The joint ownership of several members 
of an extra valuable bull is another excellent illustration of in. 
telligent co-operation. But it is perhaps in the promulgation of 
new ideas, and an exchange of views and theories, through 
“getting together”; and in the moral effect of enthusiastic and 
concerted organization when an established club or association 
endorses the passage of some particular law, ‘or goes after some 
favorable appropriation or lesgilation, that the greatest benefits 
of co-operation may be observed. Co-operation is the principal 
stepping stone to success in Holstein breeding. 


And now a word as to the future of our breed and the outlook 
in general for Holstein breeders. I have never made much of a 
practice of devoting time to prophecy—I’m too busy with the 
present. However, I am entirely satisfied in my own mind that 
the prospects, as far as Holsteins are concerned, were never 
brighter. Therefore, I feel no hesitation whatever in urging you 
by every means at my command, to get busy and get into the 
purebred game right now—the novice of today will be the suc- 
cessful breeder of tomorrow, and there is no time like the present. 


I venture to say that because of the recent foot and mouth 
disease quarantine and consequent accumulation of stock in 
breeders hands, covering a period of considerably over a year, 
well bred bulls and well bred cows are at the moment selling at a 
level we will hardly see again for some time, if ever. When one 
stops to consider that of the tremendous total of dairy animals in 
this country, only about 2 per cent, according to statistics, are 

urebred, one hardly feels occasion to worry about the demand 
or some time tocome. There is an excellent market in the south 
and southwest that has hardly been touched as yet. The war in 
Europe will without the shadow of a doubt create a market and 
demand for good dairy cattle such as the world has never known, 
as soon as shipments from this side are practical. At a recent 
meeting of the Madison-Chenango Holstein Breeders Club at 
Morrisville, New York, Professor C. D. Smith of Cornell Uni- 
versity, with whom I had the honor to be associated on the pro- 
gram, and than whom there is no better judge of dairy cattle 
conditions, made the ststement that he knew personally, of 
representatives of several foreign governments who intended 
visiting the United States this spring to purchase Holstein 
cattle of proper dairy type, warranted free from disease. 

Rest assured that the demand will be here when you are ready 
to meet it, only be sure that you are ready. Make your start 
this year—this summer if possible. Make it painstakingly and 
intelligently with the best interests of the breed in general, and 
your association in particular, at heart. Procrastination is the 
thief of time—do it now! And let the future take care of itself.

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Feeding Dairy Cattle 


By PROF. E. S. SAVAGE 
VI. Raising Calves on Substitutes for Milk 


N miany farms there is need for method of feeding alvecs 
O with a small amount of milk. The breeder has not yet reached 

the place in his business where he can afford to feed his calves 
on whole milk although this is by far the best method for raising 
the calves to get that fine finish desired by buyers of the best 
bred stock. Neither is there available a supply of skimmed 
milk. The small breeder must send his raw milk to market and 
if he is to raise the herd and breed it up according to his own 
individual ideas he must breed and raise his own young stock. 
How can he do this with a minimum of whole milk? 

There are two general ways open to him. (1). He can pur- 
chase and feed the commercial calf meals on the market. (2). 
He can mix up his own calf meal. Both of these ways have been 
tried out carefully on many farms and at several experiment 
stations so that we know that good dairy heifers can be raised on 
substitutes for milk. In tests of these calf meals alongside check 
groups raised on skimmed milk at two years of age, it has been 
found that there is no difference in development. The young 
calves do not grow quite as fast at first but soon pick up after 
six months of age and at two years of age, there is no appreciable 
difference. In our experience there has been no difference in 
productive ability that can in any way be attributed to the fact 
that the calves were raised on substitutes for milk 

The importance of this cannot be overestimated. We must 
interest all our dairy farmers to raise and breed their own stock. 
Many farmers do not raise their own stock simply because they 
can not see any wat to raise the calves without milk. Therefore, 
they maintain their herds by purchase. It is a great gain for the 
industry of dairying every time a farmer can be interested to 
improve his herd by his own breeding. 


The one thing that the author would emphasize with the com- 
mercial calf meals is the fact that they are too high in price. 
They cost from $60 to $70 or more per ton retail whereas a good 
home mixed calf meal has given better results than the average 
commercial meal at a cost of $40 to $50 per ton. 


A Home Mixed Calf Meal 

The Purdue University Experiment Station has used ex- 
tensively a home mixed calf meal simple in its make-up and within 
the reach of all. Any feed dealer can procure the ingredients, if 
you insist that he get them for you. You should be able to mix 
it at present prices of feeds for $50 or less per ton with the in- 
gredients purchased at retail. The mixture is equal parts by 
weight of linseed oil meal, hominy feed, red dog flour, and soluble 
blood flour. The table below suggests the method of using the 
home mixed calf meal. 

This table is taken from Purdue University Department of 
Agricultural Extension bulletin No. 44, published in January 1916. 

This table may be followed in detail or a simple rule used by 
the writer, which checks almost exactly with the table, is to mix 
one pound of dry meal with 8 pounds of water at 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit and use this gruel as one would use skimmed milk 
changing gradually to the gruel, taking five weeks for the com- 
plete change from milk to gruel. 

The one thing to be careful about in using this method of 
raising calves is not to overfeed. Several lots of good looking 
calves have been raised by the author and no trouble has been 
experienced in getting the calves to grow at least one pound per 
day per head. Much better gains may be made with Holstein 
calves when the feeder uses care enough and makes pets of his 
charges. Prof. Savage’s Service Department is on page 1164.

Commercial Calf Meals 


Feed manufacturers in the past few years have greatly in- 
creased the number of commercial meals on the market. They 
are all much alike as‘to ingredients. It will not be possible to 
name all the commercial calf meals on the market or to give 
their ingredients. Each farmer in selecting his calf meal, must 
judge of its merits. Since we cannot name them all and give 
results for each, it is only fair that we do not name any. It is 
suggested that those meals will probably give the best results 
which are made up from the ingredients that we know to be 
suitable for feeding young animals. It is required by law that 
all the ingredients be named. If there seems to be any ingre- 
dients in the mixture that might not be suitable do not feed that 
meal but buy another which has suitable ingredients. 


Feed the commercial calf meal that you select according to 
the methods suggested by the manufacturer. In trials conducted 
by the author covering a period of eight years with several com- 
mercial feeds the methods recommended by the manufacturers 
have been followed generally with good results. We have had no 
trouble in getting calves to gain at least one pound per day: with 
commercial calf meals and gains of 1.5 pounds per day have been 
common. No one should be satisfied with a gain of less than one 
pound per day. All the precautions and methods of supplement- 
ary feeding to be used with skimmed milk must be scrupulously 
carried out with commercial calf meals because these meals are 
a much more artificial way of feeding than skimmed milk and 
more likely to cause trouble. Extra care must be taken not to 
overfeed. 


Using a Soiling System 


_ The practice of a soiling system for dairy cattle is being tried 
in many sections of the state where adequate pasture lands are 
not obtainable. This system was discussed recently by Prof. 
E. S. Savage, in one of his articles in the World on ‘Feeding 
Dairy Cattle.”” We have before us a copy of the Sullivan County 
Farm Bureau News, which contains an item concerning this 
system. Wm. Crary of that county is the first dairy farmer to 
try the system out in that section. Mr. Crary is using oats and 
vetch as a soiling crop. The News states that the test will be 
oa with interest by all dairy farmers because of its possible 
value.

There is a large valuable Holstein cow due to 
freshen in six weeks. Have reason to antici- 
pate trouble. Please advise me the best method 
of caring for her now and also during the per- 
iod of calving. 

New York. M. FOC, 

All cows should have some prepara- 
tion before parturition. By doing so 
they stand the ordeal much better, 
especially a large, fat cow. Lots of 
exercise is important with other con- 
siderate care. Food should consist of 
the best bran and pure clover hay—a 
mush once a day, with one table- 
spoonful of salt and two of vinegar 
mixed. A few days before calving 
give, as often as required, half a 
pound of epsom salts to keep bowels 
regular. <A twilight chamber is not 
needed, but a large, well ventilated, 
clean stall with other comforts are in- 
dicated. The patient at this time is 
nervous and sensitive and no cause 
for worry or fret should exist, or 
much nervous energy will be lost. 
When calf is delivered the cow should 
be got upon her feet and kept up 
for two hours and to take a short 
walk every half hour in order that the 
generative organs may assume their 
proper position. Feed sparingly the 
first 24 hours; in fact, it is best not to 
commence grain ration for several 
days. At first give a small allowance 
of grain and increase slowly up to full 
ration. 

I have a cow which bloats quite often. 
Sometimes she gets in what I think is a serious 
condition, but by giving salts and ginger she is 
relieved. What can I do to better her condi- 
tion ? 

New Hampshire. A TO. 

Gaseous distenison of the rumen is 
caused by sudden changes of feed 
chiefly. Be slow in making any change 
of diet for this cow. If she has no 
diarrhoea or constipation, give her in 
feed, three times a day, two table- 
spoons of Carsbad artificial salts. Give 
also twice a day thirty drops of Nux 
Vomica in half a pint of water. When 
she appears better stop the treatment 
by cutting it down each day. Give oil 
meal in each feed. 

There is an animal in our herd from which 
the hair falls in patches. Kindly inform me 
what to do for it.

The condition of your cow’s hide, 
from the description given, is often 
cured by good grooming and cleanli- 
ness. The bare spots should be painted 
now and again with tincture of can- 
tharides. This, supplemented with at- 
tention to the general health, food 
supply and proper action of the bow- 
els, is usually all that is required. 

Will you kindly give me prescription for a 
good | cleansing medicine to give one of my 
cows: 


Ohio. Dr. EH. 
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Sulphate of magnesium, 16 ounces; 
powdered ergot, 1 ounce; carbonate of 
ammonium and ginger, % ounce each, 
in a quart of warm water, may suit 
this case. 


I have been reading with interest and some benefit 
your department in the Holstein-F riesian World and 
am prompted to ask advice. Three or four weeks 
ago one cow had a teat skinned on the end and the 
laceration extended into the milk opening. I 
trimmed off the loose piece and I think everything 
is healed now, but the milk duct is partly closed 
and though I have tried to keep it open by ex- 


tending it with quills, I cannot get the larger one 
in and have some difficulty in entering a small 
quill. The opening at the end of the teat is now 
about the size and shape of and possibly as deep as 
before one comes to the part that closes to 
hold the milk. This causes the milk to spray 
badly. I have hesitated about using a milking 
tube because so many farmers use them a few days 
and then lose the quarter. I have tried to disin- 
fect the quills and can see no damage from their 
use. I would like to know if treatment is advisable 
and what instrument I should use, if any, also where 
they may be procured in Watertown or elsewhere?

The condition of your cow’s teat may 
prove somewhat resistant but good results 
can be obtained by the use of a ring teat 
syphon to draw out the milk. A gutta- 
percha boguie to dilate the duct would 
give you much more satisfaction than your 
quill. The ragged edges of the wound or 
scab may cause the milk to spray. All 
you say about the farmers not having good 
success with a milking tube no doubt is 
true. It also may be true that they do not 
keep the tube sterile, for if they did they 
would not have had any bad experience, 
as you have been able to keep a quill 
sterile, which is scarcely ever free from 
bacteria, you will surely be able to do the 
same with the above mentioned instru- 
ments. They can be gotten at a drug- 
gists or at hardware store. 

Now for action. Boil teat syphon, or a 
milking tube will do. Have a glass or cup 
with cover filled with a ten per cent so- 
lution of peroxide of hydrogen in which 
keep your instruments when not in use. 
Also have glycerine in which to dip them 
in before inserting them into the teat, ex- 
pand the opening with the boguie—it can 
be left in for some time, when not using 
the instrument smear point of teat with 
carbolized ointment to keep out bacteria. 
The more careful and constant attention 
given this case, the sooner good results 
will appear. Change the peroxide solu- 
tion every few days. 

I would like to ask the Veterinary Department 
what treatment they would advise in the care ofa 
registered Holstein cow I have just purchased which 
has had trouble with her udder and only one teat is 
milking good and two fair and one just a little. 
Last year two quarters did not milk but when she 
freshened one of them started milking and I can 
get a few drops of milk from the other. None of 
the teats are shriveled up and the udder looks as 
though it was full of milk, but these two quarters 
seem to be mostly meat inside. Her bag is quite 
fleshy and the three poorest quarters feel like they 
normally would after being milked out, although a 
trifle heavy inside. There is no hardness of the 
udderout side or swelling, but just a thickness in- 
side. Is there any tratment I could give or use 
which would increase the flow of milk and stimu- 
late the secretion in these quarters? .

From some previous inflammation the 
glandular milk cells in your cow’s bag 
have become inactive and the walls of 
the milk chambers have thickened. It is 
not always that one gets desired satisfac- 
tion from any mode of treatment in these 
cases, but it is worth a try, as in some in- 
stances with assistance the glands after 
a severe set back have again became 
functional. Bathe the idolent quarters 
three times a day with water as hot as 
your hands can stand,,after which smear 
the parts with soap suds, massage twice 
a day, once with cream also once with 
camphorated oil. Give by mouth once a 
day in half pint of water half ounce of

_The description given in your letter in- 
dicates that the small tumor is growing in 
the teat, which causes the difficulty in 
milking. It is of a rather common oc- 
curance and easily remedied by a small 
operation. Would advise you to call in 
a veterinary to perform it, as he would 
know just how to avoid complications.

Power Laundries on Farms 


A great many of our farmers might 
have power equipped laundries in 
their homes for comparatively little 
cost, especially when a small engine 
is already installed. The cost of the 
laundry is not prohibitive, especially 
in a community where there is a will- 
ingness on the part of the farmer to 
co-operate with wife in home-making 
The price of equipping such a laundry 
would average about as follows: 

Washing machine and wringer, each 
$20 to $25; stationary tubs with fix- 
tures, each, $10; piping and connec- 
tions, up, $5. 

The latter expense would be lower 
if the men on the farm did the little 
plumbing work themselves. On dairy 
farms where there is a milk house 
and an engine already installed to run 
the separator the steam, water and 
sewage system, that must be present 
for the dairying would take care o/ 
such needs for the laundry.—Edith C.

Farm Management Lessons 


In every community there are a cer- 
tain number of farmers who have found 
out for themselves how to make a good 
profit from their farms. They are now 
being used by county agents as practical 
object lessons for their less successful 
neighbors. Under what is known as 
the farm-management demonstration 
plan, the county agent analyzes the sys- 
tems that these men have adopted, com- 
pares them with the practice on farms 
that-pay less, or not at all, and learns in 
this way the factors that make for suc- 
cessful farming in a given community. 
He is then in a position to say: “This 
is the kind of farming that pays. If you 
don’t believe me, look around you. It’s 
not a theory; it’s a fact.” 

The demonstrations of this kind that 
the Department of Agriculture, co-oper- 
ating with the State Colleges of Agri- 
culture has made already, afford some 
striking instances of the difference in 
results between good and bad farm man- 
agement. Recently 64 groups of farms 
in 19 States were studied in order to as- 
certain what the farmer obtained for his 
year’s work after deducting the interest 


at 5 per cent on the value of his farm 
and other capital—in other words, to 
find out his labor income or wages. In 
each of the groups, which included al- 
together 4400 farms, the conditions were 
reasonably similar. In each group the 
farmers were divided into five numer- 
ically equally classes, according to their 
labor incomes. 

It was found that although the aver- 
age labor income for all the groups was 
only $387, the average for the farmers 
in the first class—that fifth of the farm- 
ers who did best—was $1421. In the sec- 
ond class it was $642. The last class— 
the fifth of the farmers who were least 
successful—got nothing for wages, and 
lost, on the average, $517. That is to 
say, the interest on the amount of monev 
represented by their farm, stock and 
cquipment would have been $517 more 
than the farm returned them. It should 
be borne in mind in this connection that 
the labor income is merely the farmer’s 
wages, and that the family has in addi- 
tion, besides interest on investment, the 
use of the farmhouse and such fuel and 
food as the farm supplies free of money 
cost.

I think Dr. Marshall means the ground 
flaxseed unpressed. Any oat meal mill 
should be able to provide the ground oak 
flake. You might try the H-O Company, 
Buffalo, N. Y. If unable to obtain the 
ground oat flake substitute groung oats 
with the hulls sifted out. 


I am reading your copy and would like to 
have you tell me. I have been feeding about 
35 lbs. silage and about 25 lbs. of wet brewer’s 
grain. Our cows look poor. Would you please 
tell me of a profitable way of using this grain 
and what would I have to mix with them? The 
cows are about from 1200 to 1350 Ibs. in 
weight, testing 3.4. I would also ask you how 
much dry matter could a persona have in his 
balanced ration. I have been trying to get this 
firm to feed farm grains. I would like to have 
you tell me if this ration I have here is right 
to get these cows back into condition: 300 gr. 
corn, 300 oats, 200 bran and 200 oatmeal, 35 to 
40 Ibs. silage and all the clover hay they can 
clean up.

The rule for dry matter ia a ration is 
that there should be not less than 24 
pounds In general, one-half the dry 
matter in a ration should come from the 
roughage and one half from the con- 
centrates. 

The grain mixture you mention is a 
suitable grain mixture for milk produc- 
tionif fed in connection with wet brewers’ 
grains and corn silage and hay. Fed with 
clover hay and silage without the brewers 
grains, it should be a very fine mixture 
to put the cows in good condition. To 
cows giving milk, I suggest feeding the 
equivalent of one pound of dry grain for 
every 3 1-2 pounds of milk, with all the 
hay and silage they willeat. Four pounds 
of wet brewers grains are equal to one 
pound of the dry grain mixture. For 
example, a 1200-pound cow giving 40 
pounds of milk, testing 3.4 pounds butter 
fat, should be fed all the hay and silage 
she will eat, 25 pounds of wet brewers 
grains, half at night and half in the morn- 
ing, and about six pounds of the dry mix- 
ture fed on the wet brewers grains, three 
pounds at night and three pounds in the 
morning.

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Another World’s Milk Record 


LSEWHERE in this issue we announce the establishment 
of a new world’s record for milk production for the year 
Lutche Vale Conucopia on Friday, May 12th completed the 

highest yearly record for milk ever made, producing in 365 days 
31,239.2 lbs. of milk in semi-official test. Thus scarcely before the 
ink is dry upon the announcement of her wondeful year’s work, Tilly 
Alcartra is surpassed as a champion at the milk barrel—the word 
‘pail’ is like its capacity, too small to be used in this connection. 

Iowa gave Tilly Alcartra to California and the wonderfully 
invigorating climate of that state developed her into the world’s 
champion milk producer, which title in some respects she still 
retains. She is still champion for two, three and four consecutive 
years for. production. New York State gave to Washinton 
Lutche Vale Cornucopia and that state, it must the “‘tang’”’ of 
the Pacific coast air, developed her into the new world’s champion 
for milk for one year. 

Who’s next? We admire these records most profoundly, but 
we aren’t going to believe that these two are the only 30,000 
pound cows that the Holstein breed will produce. Why, we know 
of one firm and it isn’t located on the Pacific Coast, either, that 
has carried a cow through a half year with a lot better than 15,000 
pounds. And she’s not faltering so that anybody could notice 
it, either. Success to her, and to the cow that will beat her after 
her record is made. 

When an Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie makes a world’s seven, 
thirty, sixty or one hundred day record, we say hurrah for the 
short test! It’s the thing. When a Tilly Alcartra, a Forward 
Somerset Duchess or Lutche Vale Concordia makes a whopping 
year’s run and bankrupts her native state for cans to hold the 
fullness of her bounty, we say hurrah for the long test! We’re 
for it. Why bless you, we’re for them both. Both bring honor 
to the breed. Both aid in establishing the supremacy of the 
Holstein. Both have their value in the general scheme.

Agriculture for Ontario has introduced 
an act in the Provincial House, which pro- 
vides for the Testing of Milk which is to be 
manufactured into cheese, the same to 
come into force on March 3lst, 1917. 
Quite a number of Holstein Breeders are 
wondering how this new act will affect 
them. I do not see any need for them to 
worry as it will be the means of improving 
the herds, and it will also make a larger 
market for pure bred sires from High Test- 
ing Dams. There are quite a number of 


breeders of Grade Holsteins that have been 
building up large milking herds, without 
regard to the percent’ of fat, and have been 
receiving the same for their milk, as these 
breeders who ‘have taken more care of 
their herds in grading them up and feeding. 

Quite a number of breeders of Grade 
Holsteins have taken advantage of the cow 
Testing Associations and have found out 
that it pays to breed from the best and get 
rid of the poor ones, while others have been 
contented to let things go on in the old 
way, and so long as they got milk they did

Alfalfa Inoculation 


A can of alfalfa inoculation suffi- 
cient to inoculate one acre may be had 
from the New York State College of 
Agriculture at Ithaca for 25 cents. 

Here are the directions for its use: 

Seed Inoculation—Empty the soil 
from the can into a two-quart vessel, 
add one-half pint of cold water, stir it 
well, and then sprinkle the mixture 
over 20 to 30 pounds of alfalfa. Mix 
the seed very thoroughly until every 
grain is moistened. Allow the seed 
to dry and plant immediately. 

If more or less seed is used, the 
amount of water to be aded to the 
contents of the can should be varied 
in proportion. 

Soil Inoculation—Take about 300 
pounds of mellow, loamy or sandy 
soil. Spread this on the hard ground 
or on a clean floor to a depth of a few 
inches and then sprinkle over it uni- 


formly the contents of the can. Mix 
the soil very thoroughly in order 
to distribute the bacteria evenly 


throughout the whole. Spread this 
soil over the land evently at the time 
of seed sowing and harrow immedi- 
ately.

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The Conference at Washington 


Holstein interests were prominent 
at the convention of milk producers 
and dairy interests held at Washing- 
ton, D. C., on May 5th and 6th.

look upon the recent legislation re- 
garding foot and mouth disease passed 
in. New York State as almost ideal in 
form and will work for legislation 
modeled along lines similar to that 
now in effect in this State. 


The convention went on record as 
favoring a change in the manner of 
conducting the present work of the 
bureau of animal industrv, dividing 
the bureau as it now exists into three 
distinct divisions. These are to be 
called the Bureau of Animal Health, 
Bureau of Animal Husbandry and Bu- 
reau of Dairy Industry. The chiefs of 
each divisoin, under the proposed 
change, would constitute a Live Stock 
Board of Control. They would be un- 
der the direction of a Fourth Assist- 
ant Secretary of Agriculture, and their 
duties would be administrative rather 
than specialized. 


The convention, on the whole, ac- 
complished much good. William T. 
Creasy, who acted as temporary chair- 
man of the convention, outlined the 
purpose of the meeting in his opening 
speech.

Spoke at Earlville 


Albert L. Brockway of Syracuse 
was the principal speaker at a meet- 
ing of the Madison-Chenango Holstein 
Club held Saturday, May 13th, at Earl- 
ville in the Sales Pavilion there. Mr. 
Brockway spoke upon the topic of 
“Milk Publicity,” and in addition gave 
his audience a brief resume of the re- 
cent conference at Washington of 
dairy interests and the conference 
held in the same city of the various 
Record Associations of the United 
States. 


Mr. Brockway reports that sixteen 
out of the thirty-seven Record Asso- 
ciations of the country were repre- 
sented at this conference, in’ which 
the Holstein Association was repre- 
sented by himself, Secretary Hough- 
ton, President Aitken and W. B. Bar- 
ney of Lowa, one of the directors. The 
matter of securing uniformity in the 
disclaimer clause attached to certifi- 
cates of registry came in for consid- 
erable discussion, and it is believed 
that within a short time the disclaim- 
er clause will be made uniform by all 
Record Associations. A special com- 
mittee was appointed to work this 
matter out. The American Percheron 
Society has suits pending amounting 
to $22,000, brought about through ir- 
regularities in the registering of pure 
bred animals. It was stated that had 
a sufficiently binding disclaimer clause 
been made a part of their certificate 
of registry this society might have 
avoided the recent trouble. 


The American Jersey Cattle Club 
has had a disclaimer in its certificates 
of registry for about nine months. The 
Holstein Association has had one on 
its certificates for about six months. 
The Guernsey Association was about 
to take action upon a_ disclaimer 
clause to be attached to its certificates 
when the meeting at Washington 
brought up the question of establish- 
ing a uniform clause covering this 
point. Among the other societies hav- 
ing disclaimer clauses in their certifi- 
cates of registry are the Avrshire As- 
sociation, the Polled Hereford Asso- 
ciation and the Duroc: Jersey Swine 
Association.

Investigate 
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Views on Inbreeding 


A professor in a western agricultural 
college is quoted as saying that 98 per cent 
of the farmers have wrong views, generally, 
concerning the laws of heredity, and that 
the popular view of inbreeding has nothing 
in fact to support it. Of course, the pre- 
vailing sentiment is against the mating of 
animals that are even slightly related. 
How often we hear it stated that inbred 
stock will be small, ill-shaped and even 
deformed. When we investigate, how- 
ever, in nearly in every case it is found 
the reported animals were not inbred in 
the slightest degree. The writer oc- 
casionally sees an inbred animal, and he 
has yet to see a poor one where the feed 
and care have been as they should be. It 
is an every-day experience, on the other 
hand, to find very many animals of cheap 
appearnace where inbreeding is considered 
a species of crime. In practically every 
case animals of poor quality are the result 
of carelessness, in the selection of breeding 
stock, coupled with poor methods of 
feeding. 

If the animals to be mated are good 
specimens it will be immaterial whether 
they are related, or the degrees of re- 
lationship. The worst results will follow 
the mating of animals having a common 
fault; for instance, the mating of a brood 
sow having heavy ears with a boar with 
the same fault will be most certain to in- 
crease the size of ears and in a few genera- 
tions of such mis-mating we can expect 
the pigs to be almost blinded by their 
large ears. This result would be brought 
about whether inbreeding were resorted 
toornot. The heavy-eared sow should be 
bred to a high-eared boer without regard 
to relationship if moderation in ears is 
desired. In like manner a cow that is 
unusually small should be bred to a bull 
of size and substance, relation or no rela- 
tion. A flighty mare, if used for breeding 
purposes, should be mated with a quiet 
sensible horse. Her flightiness may have 
originated in a much more flighty dam, in 
which case it would be a good move to 
breed her to her own sire, other conditions 
being favorable. 


One reason why breeders are making 
but little progress in understanding the 
effects of inbreeding is the fact that so 
very little of it is done. The popular view 
is so stubbornly opposed to it that there is 
but little desire to do anything more than 
adhere to traditional notions, that have 
been handed down thru an amazing num- 
ber of generations without any real 
knowledge on the subject either in remote 
antiquity or anywhere along the line. 
Besides, there are some breeders who are 
converted to the idea that inbreeding is 
really the quickest and best way to bring 
about a decided improvement in our live- 
stock, but they refuse to prove it out be- 
cause they fear that popular sentiment 
will be an obstacle to the sale of their 
surplus stock. 

“It’s inbred; I don’t want it,” is a re- 
mark often heard. But the objectors 
would never know that there was any in- 
breeding in the case if they had not been 
told so. The writer took a stranger into 
a neighbor’s stable and requested him to 
point out the inbred calves. He thought 
he was much opposed to inbreeding, but 
when it came to a practicle test, he missed 
his guess in every case. 

Most breeders know that the late E. 
H. Dollar was probably the most success- 
ful of the younger generation of Holstein 
breeders. Ina very few years, beginning 





with practically nothing he amassed a 


very large fortune. His widow closed 
out the cattle business at public sale for 
an average of $866 per head. A good 
percentage of these cattle were inbred to 
Pontiac Korndyke, a bull that has more 
noted daughters and granddaughters than 
any other Holstein sire. Mr. Dollar knew 
of no better way to perpetuate the blood 
of this famous sire than by concentrating 
it thru the process of inbreeding. The 
highest record yet made by any of the 
daughters of Pontiac Korndyke is 38 Ibs, 
of butter in seven days, made by Pontiac 
Lady Korndyke, whose dam was by the 
same saire as herself and had a record of 
29 pounds. It would seem that inbreed- 
ing added nine pounds to the record, 
Another inbred daughter made 30 pounds 
as against only 20 pounds for her dam; 
another made 26 pounds as against only 
20 pounds for the dam; another 26-pound 
daughter was from a dam with no record, 
and still another inbred made 25 pounds 
against 19 pounds for the dam. 


Various mixtures of blood may go by 
the name of inbreeding, but in the above 


cases Pontiac Korndyke was the sire of 


the cow and also of her dam. The sire 
noted has 20 inbred daughters that 
average 20 pounds of butter in seven days 
at an average age of a little over three 
years. To be sure, other factors than in- 
breeding probably had their influence on 
these records. The two generations of 
the good care for which Mr. Dollar was 
noted, most likely had something to do 
with results. But there can be no pos- 
sible explanation made that will show that 
inbreeding is of itself harmful, while there 
is plenty of evidence, if people will only 
permit themselves to see it, that shows 
far-reaching benefits from its careful prac- 


tice.

Farm Management 
Lessons

Other demonstrations have produced 
similar results. In almost any northern 
community one-fifth of the farmers are 
making approximately $1000 a year more 
than the average and $2000 more than 
the least successful. This is not luck, 
nor is it altogether, or even chiefly, a 
question of the skill of the individual 
farmer. Further analysis will show 
that the successful men are following 
certain methods adapted to their condi- 
tions, and that the unsuccessful are not. 
It is the business of the county agents 
and farm management demonstrators to 
ascertain what those methods are, and 
to point them out. 


How this can be done is shown by a 
study of a farm which, for the sake of 
convenience, can be called the Baldwin 
Farm. The owner’s labor income one 
year was minus $45—his income was 
$45 less than the interest on his farm 
and equipment. ‘That year the average 
labor income on 193 farms in the same 
community was $190 and for the 25 more 
successful farms $750. The amount of 
capital represented by the Baldwin Farm 
was a little more than the average and a 
little less than that of the best farms. 
In neither case, however, was the differ- 
ence sufficient to account at all for the 
striking difference in income. 


There were, however, other differences 
which did account for it. Baldwin had 
51 acres in crops, as compared with an 
average of 68 and for the best farms 
of 93. He fed practically all his crops 
to his 11 cows and 2 horses, but the re- 
ceipts in butter and milk from each of 
his cows averaged only $30. On the 
average farm there wer 6 cows, giving 
average receipts of $44, and on best 
farms 8 cows, with average receipts from 
each of $62. The other farmers with 
their larger crop acreage had a surplus 
of crops to sell. Baldwin, with as good 
yields as the others per acre, had prac- 
tically nothing to sell, and the stock to 
which he fed his crops was too poor to 
give him profitable returns. 


The important thing for Baldwin, said 
the demonstrators when they had ascer- 
tained these facts, was to weed out his 
herd, to keep a record of the production 
of each cow and to get rid of those 
which were costing him money. The 
next thing was, if possible, to rent or 
buy a little more land, so that the size 
of his business would be more commen- 
surate with its equipment. He and his 
horses were capable of farming as much 
land as his neighbors, and by not doing 
it he was wasting his time just as his 
cows were wasting his feed. 


Such demonstrations, of course, are 
valuable only for the community in 
which they are made. They can not be 
taken to mean that it is better to keep 
8 cows than 11, to sell crops than to 
feed them, or to cultivate 90 acres than 
50. The show, however, that there are 
always profitable and unprofitable ways 
of running a farm in any community, 
and that if a man is losing money in re- 
turn for hard work it will pay him to 
learn from his neighbors who are mak- 
ing it. It is in helping him to do this 
that the county agents are now finding 
one of their most useful functions.

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The Wisconsin Tuberculosis Plan 


The Commissioner of Agriculture, the 
State Veterinarian, and the Livestock 
Sanitary Board have spent considerable 
time this winter studying methods for 
elimination of tuberculosis from cattle in 
the state. 

They submit herewith a plan for the 
eradication of tuberculosis by means of 
the establishment of ‘State Accredited 
Tuberculin Tested Herds.’’ A prelimin- 
ary sketch of this plan was presented to 
the public some weeks ago. Since then it 
has been presented to all of the state cattle 
breeders’ associations for study and modi- 
fication; also before a conference of repre- 
sentatives of all of the breeders’ associa- 
tions. It has been adopted by the State 
Livestock Breeders’ Association and by all 
of the state associations of the different 
breeds, and by many county beerders’ 
associations. *, 

The United States Department of Ag- 
riculture has also given attention to this 
matter, and it is believed that that depart- 
ment will co-operate with this and other 
states in the establishment of ‘‘Accredited 
Tuberculin Tested Herds’’ so that ship- 
ment may be made from these herds to 
any state in the Union without the neces- 
sity of testing immediately prior to ship- 
ment. 

Moreover, the Wisconsin Department 
of Agriculture has already received as- 
surance from many states in the Union 
that the livestock sanitary board of such 
states -wi!!. accept cattle from the ‘‘Ac- 
credited Tuberculin Tested Herds” with- 
out testing immediately prior to shipment. 

The Wisconsin plan for the establish- 
ment of the ‘‘State Accredited Tuberculin 
Tested Herds’ Class’’ is therefore pre- 
sented to the farmers of the state in final 
form. 

The Livestock Sanitary Board of the 
Department of Agriculture hereby in- 
vites the farmers of the state to make ap- 
plication to the state veterinarian of the 
Department of Agriculture to have their 
herds tested for entrance to the ‘‘Ac- 
credited Tuberculin Tested Herds’ Class.” 

A number of applications have already 
been received, and as soon as a sufficient 
number of applications are at liand from 
any one part of the state, veterinarians, 
employees of the State Department of Ag- 
riculture, will be sent out on schedule to 
test herds for admission to the list. 

When the test and history of the herd 
indicate it to be safe, it will be entered 
into the ‘Accredited Tuberculin Tested 
Herds’ Class.” 


The following agreement will be entered 
into by farmers who make application:

employees for the purpose of placing such 
herd in the ‘Accredited Tuberculin 
Tested Herds’ Class’ when it is considered 
clean from tuberculosis by the said Board. 

I also agree to follow instructions as to 
removal of reactors and suspects, such as 
shall be issued by the said Board through 
written orders as given by the state veter- 
inarian and his assistants. I further agree 
to pay to the said Board seventy-five cents 
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‘ 


($.75) per head or a minimum of $18.00 for 
each test of my herd, said tests to be con- 
ducted annually or as often as the Board 
deems necessary. 

The testing of these cattle will be done 
in a very painstaking manner by the most 
competent veterinarians obtainable. 

The number of cattle to be tested at one 
time will be limited so as to give the veterin- 
arian an opportunity to study each in- 
dividual animal. If at any time reactors 
are found, they shall be removed and the 
premises shall be disinfected under the 
direction of and in a manner satisfactory 
to the Board. 

In order to prevent the infection of the 
herd, all milk from creameries or whey 
from cheese factories shall be pasteurized 
before it can be fed to calves. Adult 
animals introduced into the herd shall be 
tuberculin tested and calves introduced 
into the herd must either be tuberculin 
tested or segregated from the herd until 
such time as they can be tested. No 
animal introduced into the herd, except 
when coming from a herd on the Accredited 
List, can be sold as belonging to the class 
of tuberculin tested herds until it has passed 
the next annual test after its introduction. 
Nurse cows or other cows introduced into 
herds must be on the same basis as above. 

Much time and consideration has been 
given to the rates of testing. This work 
must be self-sustaining, and a fee sufficient 
to cover the expense must be remitted to 
the board and paid into the state treasury. 
For this year the fee will be 75 cents per 
animal with a minimum charge of $18 for 
any herd of less than 24 head. These 
rates will be raised or lowered according to 
the experience of this year. Only suf- 
ficient fee will be charged to make the work 
self-sustaining. 


The necessity for having the work done 
by a veterinarian in the employ of the 
state lies in the fact that the co-operation 
of other states to admit cattle from these 
herds cannot otherwise be secured. More- 
over, it is necessary that the work be done 
by a person entirely disinterested, subject 
to no orders save those of the department 
of agriculture. 

It is entirely necessary that purebred 
breeders especially make strenuous effort 
to clean up their herds if they expect to 
keep the trade in cattle from other states, 
due to the fact that if the entire herds are 
not tested, complaint often rises over 
cattle shipped out on a health certificate 
made on one or more animals out of a herd, 
without knowing the condition of the 
balance of the herd. It has also resulted in 
a reflection on the integrity of the person 
who has made the test, when it was a con- 
dition over which we had no control. 


The purpose of this movement is toadver- 
tise the herds that are free, or have been 
freed from tuberculosis, rather than to ad- 
vertise the presence of reactors discovered 
by the test. 

Animals in such herds should be much 
more valuable and command a much 
higher price than those in common herds. 
This, taken into consideration with the 
fact that animals can be shipped to other 
states without test and that buyers from 
other states will prefer animals from tu- 
berculin tested herds and pay greater 
prices for them, should give the farmers of 
the state an opportunity to reap the 
benefit in dollars and cents from the 
trouble and expenditure of testing.

In answer to my inquiries re his Heifer

Canadian records for milk production for 
seven, fourteen, thirty and sixty days in 
the senior two year old class, and was 
running in the record of Performance, 
finished her year with 19,346.2 Ibs. milk 
and 551 Ibs. butter fat, beating Lulu 
Keyes’ record at that age by 92 Ibs. milk 
and 9 Ibs. fat. 

She unfortunately lost her calf after 
carrying it for 4 months which will keep 
her out of the Record of Performance, but 
she did well even under such conditions. 
She did not gain any in milk after losing 
her calf, if any she went back a little. 
She was put through a 7 day test for 8 
months after calving division and made 
10.7 Ibs. butter. She is now in calf and 
looking fine with bright hopes]for the 
future. 

Elmdale Mabel under official test gave 
over 100 Ibs. milk for her best day and 
made 22.68 Ibs. butter as a 4 year old. 
She was sold along with another to start 
the foundation herd for one of his neigh- 
bors. 

“Victoria Burke” the cow he recently 
bought has been shipped to Oliver Cabana, 
Jr. at Elma Center, N. Y. to be bred to that 
fine bull “Ormsby Jane King” a son of 
“Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie’”’. Mr. Holt- 
by is not like most breeders looking for a 
heifer calf, but is hoping she will drop him 
a bull calf with which to head his own herd. 

He is getting some nice heifers from his 
herd sire, ‘King Segis Pontiac Duplicate” 
at present he has 13 of his daughters, and 
his other herd sire “King Fayne Segis 
Clothilde” (a son of ‘‘King Fayne Segis’’ 
who is making a good name for himself) 
has also left some of the best in heifers.
